The prohibitionists continued their 


opposition 
and 
presented • many 


amendments, all of which, were re- 
jected. A number of minor amend- 
ments were, however, adopted, which 
will necessitate sending the bill back 
to the house. 


The debate was a long one, des- 


pite the comparatively quiet tone of 
the speeches. Everyone who desired 
to be heard on the subject was giv- 
en an opportunity to speak. It was 
evident very early in the session that 
the bill had a large majority in its 
favor and that it must pass when 
the final test came.

ranging from 10,000 to 40,000. This

fourth class, advancing it one grade. 
The eighth class was added to those 
which might oe granted in a no li- 
cense town in thp discretion of the 
commission.

It was provided that the sale of 


liquor should be legal after the third 
Tuesday of May, .instead of May 1, 
and that all licenses should end May 
1, 1904, and every May 1 thereafter.

Professor Curtiss of Iowa evented 


quite a sensation at the meeting of the 
Illinois Uve Stock Breeders' associn- 
tiou by advocating the dual purpose

keep cows for the sake of a calf a year.

Oth- 
ers think the llavor of butter is injured 
by pasteurization, claiming that the 
butter never has the line, delicate aro- 
ma which uupasteurized butter may 
have. 


"The object of pasteurizing is to re- 


store the milk or cream to Its normal 
condition as regards bacterial content 
by destroying those undesirable germs 
which get into it aftor it la drawn from 
the cow and thus prepare the way toi 
the butter maker to control the flavor 
by introducing the right kind of fer- 
mentation through the medium of pure 
'culture.' It is true that proper precau- 
tions taken at the time of milking and 
in handling the milk afterward would 
obviate the necessity for it to a certain 
extent, but in ordinary practice it is 
not possible to exclude from the inilk 
all the Injurious bacteria, and this may 
be secured by pasteurization. 


"For pasteurizing: cream the tempera- 


ture should be raised to 138 or H>0 de- 
grees nnd as much higher as the crenri 
will stand without taking on a perma- 
nent cooked flavor. .Tust what point 
that will be depends somewhat on the 
temperature of the cream a* it enters 
the machine and also upou the efficien- 
cy of the machine Itself. I should not 
recommend a tetupcir.turc over. ISO de- 
grees in any case."

recent years ha« attracted more at- 
tention or created 
more 
comment 


than the recent letter of President 
Roosevelt on the subject of race sui- 
cide. 
Oposely following e declara- 


tion of President Eliot of Harvard, 
which took substantially the same 
ground in a more restricted field of 
observation, it has given voice to a 
fear often hinted at of late, that the 
smaller average size of American 
families is a sign of racial weak- 
ness and bears a threat of racial de- 


cay. 
We are told that men and wo-

Trolley Line* And Farnm. 


Some of the latest trolley road enter- 


prises are likely to be of special benefit 
to small towns. Most of the earlier 
electric roads were built parallel to 
steam lines, connecting only the cities 
nnd large towns already provided with 
railroad facilities, and directly useful 
to such farmers only who happened to 
live ou or near the line of the road. But 
most of the main towns being already 
connected, there is now a tendency to 
reach out and secure the business of 
the farming towns which have never 
had a ri'iiroad of any kind. Already in 
western Massachusetts, in Connecticut 
and in parts of Maine new roads are 
branching out in all directions, bring- 
ing new life to lonely communities and 
serving as feeders to the steam roads 
und the main street lines. Many new 
projects are not street lines at all, but 
go straight over the fields aud mead- 
ows, muklng cuts and fillings when 
needed at considerable cost. Such linos 
are capable of high speed und regular 
service. Many a town will enjoy good 
pusuenger facilities and often a freight, 
mall and express service by the con- 
struction of an electric road where a 
steam road could never hope to do a 
paying business.—American Cultivator,

The Bncinesa 'Way. 


My favorite way of growing straw- 


berries is in imtted rows. This is the 
business, method. I set njy plants far 
enough apart so that I get just plants 
enough for the runners to make a good 
matted row with a good big patch left 
between each two rows. This avoids 
the necessity of cutting out many run- 
ners. In small gardens I sometimes 
set plants closer together, say fifteen 
to eighteen inches apart in the rows 
$nd the rows two feet apart. In that 
case the plants must be kept down 
to single stools. This requires very 
close attention as to the removal of 
the runners. 
The plants will run, 


usually with great persistence, and 
the runners must be removed just ns 
persistently to avoid trouble. 
These 


single plants give a superior lot of 
berries, especially berries of large sir'.o. 
But for quantity the matted row is far 
nbeaJ, and we gt>t goqd berries too.—

The Carnation.

for this purpose. Set out the plants la 
straight lows, with good strong label,' 
to each sort to avoid confusion. The 
ground should be- frequently hoed and 
kept free from woods. Care should bo 
taken, however, not to f/o too deep 
Later on a mulching of okl and well 
decomposed manure should be put be- 
tween the rows. It will greatly assist 
In retaining the moisture. If the weath- 
er becomes very dry, one good water* 
ing will be found better than ten sprin- 
klings.
